At Dinner in Gambler-alley Hal). 

{Dalljf Ttliiyrnph.) 

On ChrifitmA^ Duy five hundred poor 
children, together with: a few lame women, 
down to dinner in .Gambler-alley Hull, 

I and wei'e regaled with roast mutton and 
out of money sdbaoribed iu 
CO An appeal in' the columns of the 
' iJaily Tdegraph,' This dinner may be 
taken as ^ sample of m^ny given through 
the same moans on that day. Twelve 
o'clock was the hour fixed for the dinner, 
and long before tiie cooks wore ready the 
eutranco to the hall was more than filled 
by the invited guests, the rear of the force 
lingering iu the alley. Each was expected 
to bring “fork, knife, and plate. : When 
all had taken their seats, it was curious to 
observe the cutlery, and the doubts which 
ilia owners seemed, to have as to their capa- 
bilities. Amongst the five hundred sets 
there was not one bright knife : all were 
deeply rusted, scores were worn-out shoe- 
makers^ knives, and a majoiity appeared 
to havQ been picked out. of dust-heaps ; in 
aaticipabion of the feast. The forks were- 
equally vaiiod in appearance : prongs were 
tuineU in so many ways Jis to make it im- 
possible to^ raise meat upon them, one- 
fourth were h:\ndleless, ami scores woro 
mere skewera There were several notable 
little siitfet'ers at the tables. ' Clara, eleven 
years of age, hobbled in upon crutches.

.Tbo Pioneer of Qold Discovery la 
,.• ! ■ ; Otag-o, - • ■ I 

{Brave ffemlil, March?.) ! 

Mr Gabriel Roiul ia popularly ^uo\rit as 
tlie first discoverer of gold jii the Province 
P.iiiSO ;■ hut, like many othm-' popular 
delusioua wliioh. may for a tirno’ rahihin* 
unchallenged, such ia not the' fact: aa the 
following evidence will prove, the' truth of. 
which can be easily attested, aft',- with 'the 
exception of the late Captain Cargill and 
Mr Valpy, the parties named still ecdiipy 
infliioiitiai positions in oiir midst., . 

In’ tlie course of his many peregrinations 
throughout the length, and breadth of. 
Qtago, the writer of thiS: article liad the 
good fortune, during f)i 9 pa.st year, to meet 
and enjoy a lengthened personal conversa- 
tion with Mr John Sinclair, of the Toi 
Tois, who bad the honour, although he has 
as yet enjoyed none of the i-oward or glory, 
of being the real discoverer of gold iu this 
Province. ' , 

The following are the fiiets, shortly 
stated : — -In 1853, eight years before Ga- 
briel Road’s discovery, Mr Sinclair accom- 
panied Mr Vaipj: who was then tho holder 
of the Tuapeka riin, in a . journey thither, 
and being a native of Broadalbaiie (Perth- 
shire), whei'B minerals abound, he has ul- 
wnys been in the habit, when travelling, 
of observing the nature of the country tra- 
versed, and its minerals resouraes, and all 
the more so on this occasion that the Aus- 
tralian gold discoveries were creating so 
much sensation.- Ifaving encamped fori 
the night on the banks of the Tuapeka I 
stream, nearly opposite Gabriel’s Gully, he I 
awoke early next morning, and, while ! 
washing in the stream, observed signs of j 
gold. He then determined again to visit 
the locality with shovel and tin dish to 
prospect the ground. Beconiiug himself ! 
the holder of the adjoining Waipori run, 
during the same year he returned to Tua- 
poka, and spent two hours diggiug upon 
the banks of the Tuapeka river, washing 
the proceeds roughly in a tin dish ; and , 
observing that gold was present in the i 
soil, he placed the washings in his hand- I 
kerchief, which he conveyed home to the j 
Waipori stiitiou, where the more careful ’ 
washing process was comiileted ; the result 
^ being 2o-/s. lOdwts. of gold dust for his two 
hours work. With this prospect he next ; 
morning set out for Gunedin, and at once ! 
called upon Mr J. H. Harris, whom he ' 
: requested to accom])iiny him to his Honor ; 
^ the Superintendent (Gapt. Cargill), and on 
; obtaining an interview, and exhibiting the 
prospect (Ml* Macandrew also happened to 
■ be present in the room) Capt. Cargill at 
once declared that if the discovery of gold 
were raade known it would ruin tho Pro^ 
viuco for ever, as strangers would rush the 
country, am! carry off the bonefits to the 
ruin of the settlei-s. Knowing that Mr 
Sinclair, whom lie accorapanie I in the 
John Wickliffe to Otago, was a Freemason, 
ho strongly urged secrecy, which Mr Sin- 
clair promised, and to which promise he 
proved faithful throughout. 

From that time Air Sinclair continued 
to prospect various parts of the Province, 
and having removed to his present station 
at the Toi Tois, in his ocoasioual trips to 
Dunedin he continued to prospect likely 
ground, and discovered more or less gold 
in every plme he tried. 

In Mackay’s Otago Almanac for 1864, 
the credit is given to Air Lizard of being 
the first to find gold iu Otago, but it now 
apiwars that during a visit to Air Sinclair 
ho was informed of the exact spot where 
gold would be found, and where, upon his 
return, he mails the discovery. Upon one 
occasion, in talking of the A u.stralian gold- 
fields, a discussion took place upon the ex- 
istence of gold in Otago, and to the sur- 
prise of all present Mr Sinclair undertook 
to show gold iti less than a qu.irler of an 
hoar ; and going to the crossing-place, at 
which he had before obt-dnerl ’prospects, he 
returned within the specified time with 
several specks of the precious metal. 

Mr Sinclair informs us that about the 
time that Gabriel Head claimed the re- 
ward, he reminded those in power of his 
prior claims. ■ He was then invited to a 
public dinner in Dunedin, but, residing so 
far frooi the metropolis, and Wing so far 
advanced in years, he declined the honom-. 
Surely it now becomes ns as a Province to 
make Air Sinclair some tangible presenta- 
tion, which might be handed down to fu- 
ture generations, in commemoration of his 
valuable discovery, and faithful adherence 
to his promise not to reveal the fact. 

The notorious Captain Hiiyes, so well- 
known throughout New Zealand and the 
AiistKiUan Qolonjes, has been turning up 
in America recently. From tho ITan^u- 
iint Chronicle we take the following para- 
graph eonooming this reiloubtabin indi- 
vidual ; — ‘•Captain Hayes, known to many 
in Wanganui, is not dead or dying, and 
certainly not drowned, probably because 
Ii8 has to make his exit on a more elevated 
platform, - The San Francisco Bulletin has 
a wonderful .story aliont the abandonment 
and sinking of the schooner. Rona, and the 
preservation of Hayes therefrom. ' 

The Savings Rinka in San Francisco 
have the custody of no less a sum than 
1524, 747,705. ^ This aO'ord.s convincing proof 
of the prosjiority of ,-tliQ labouring classes 
of San F rauciaco.

Qold-Findiagr Extraordinary near 
, ' - Beech-worth, . | 

[From the Ou«i» SpechUar. ] . 

At the latter part of last week, n miner 
brought into Beech worth a quantity of the 
riolicst auriferous quartz that has ever been 
found in. tho Ovens district' -The gold and 
quartz'arai in about ’equal 'proportions-!-. 
the Inttei- being Completely’ encrusted with 
the '-preeiomi iiietal., "These specimens, 
which, wa iimlorstaiid, nre a fair sample of 
tlie Btoiie gcueratly which has been just 
discovered, are now iu the possession of 
the manager o( the Oriental Bank in 
Boochwortli, Mr llickllng, by whom they 
were shown to ps. Though the reef is 
only li foot wide at tlie top, it is likely to 
prove, a fortune to the discovorei-s. Borne 
yeuis ago, a good deal of “chaff" was in- 
dulged in among the mining-brokci-S of 
Alefbounie at the expense of Mr Juhu 
Everard (then one of , their fraternity) on 
account of his reported glowin^escription 
of n pet reef as being a ‘‘solid wall of gold," 
This, however, we are credibly informed, 
is ieally the appearance of the reef just 
discovered. The yield of such qnartz to 
the ton was accurately calculated, and it 
would not be less than H,946^ozs ! The 
quartz which forms the; matrix is almost 
white; At present, the holder of the olaiiii 
wishes its precise locality kept a secrer, 
bubhai» no objection to state that it is 
within six mites of the township of Bnech- 
woi-tli. We are informed, however, from 
another source, thivt it is situated in the 
ranges at the back of Hurdle Flat, and 
that the discoverer was a French miner, 
who, after taking about half-a-dozen ounces 
from the siirfacB, thought that the reef had 
run out, anil consequently abandoneii it, 
arid that it was afterwards taken up by 
Air Michael Scanlon , (the well - known 
reefer, and discoverer of tho celebrated 
Kerry Engle Reef), who is at present tho 
fortunate holder. Such a find a.s this 
proves beyond doubt tliat the gold in the 
Ovens district is not worked out. Our 
own e.xpi-essed opinion has long been that 
plenty of reefs are to bo found in tho 
ranges near Hurdlo Flat, Rocky Point, 
Yaokandand.ih, Wootagee, and elsewhere, 
which would yield at, least one, two, or 
three ounces to the ton. 

Another Mail Route to England. 

[From the Timaru Herald.'] 

It must be a matter of great regret that 
Air Vogel so hastily concluded an arrange- 
ment for a mail service to England without 
issuing tenders for tho same by way of 
San Francisco, or any other route which 
would give equal advantages with respect 
to time. The arrangement was made iu 
Bydiiey, very secretly aud very speedily, 
and there can bo no doubt that the qolony 
has been “taken in." Tho service is to 
San Fi-.incisco only, and for this a good 
subsidy is paid, whilst tho time given foi- 
the performance of it is ridiculoimly long ; 
aud the New Zealand Government has yet 
to make arrangements for the mails cross- 
ing the continent of America by railway, 
and then for their conveyance from New 
York to Liverpool. So that by the time 
the whole of the subsidies are agreed ,ui>on, 
we shall be pledged to a very heavy annual 
payment. But the time — -the most impor- 
tant of all---i3 what is likely to piovoko a 
pretty rvarra discussion in the House of 
Representatives at the coming session. The 
mail is to occupy 48 days in transmission 
from Auckland to England. Now, it will 
be I'emembeted that an English company 
recently submitted an offer to the Govern- 
ment of New South Wales to perform the 
same service iu 40 days for a very small 
subsidy, or in eight days less timo than 
has been agreed to by Air Vogel. - This is 
really a most important matter for the 
Colony ; and now we have an a-siluranco 
from Otago that a projected company is to 
run a mail from that Province to England 
via the Straits of Magell.ui, in 40 days. 
We quote from tho Otii/jo DaUif Timet of 
Thursday last the particulars of the ])ro- 
posed new route ; — “ We learn that a com- 
pany is projected to run a line of mail 
steamers between Otago and England via 
the Straits of MagellaiL The passage be- 
tween Otago and tho Str.aits is calculated 
to occupy 1.5 days, while the passage from 
the Straits to England, calling at tho River 
Plate, is estimated at 25 diiys, the whole 
distance being thus performed iu the short 
space of 40 days. 'The steamers for this 
route from Otago will lie of 2000 tons re- 
gister, and will meet the western Boutii 
American steamers, of 3000 ton.s register, 
in the Straits, where, at a coal depot al- 
ready established, tho mails and pussengera 
will be transhipped. The 3000-ton steam- 
ers now on the line from Valparaiso to 
Liverpool make the passage on an average 
in 29 day.s. , If such a route wore adoptetl 
and subsidised by the Australian and New 
Zealand Governments, wo see no reason 
why tho lino should not piy well. In con- 
sequence of the prevailing westerly winds, 
tbo steamers would have to stretch away 
north to about lat. 30 south. We believe 
that Capttiin Duncan, of Fort Chalmei'S, 
has been offered the command of tho first 
steamer of the projected line, iinil that 
C.iptain Thomson, of the William Oirgill, 
now lying at Wellington, has been offered 
the ch irge of the second vessol." 



The Murderer of tha Kiuck Family, 

- For tlio following concise account of the 
approhension nnd subsequent trial of the 
perpetrator of tho Puntin massacre, wo are 
iiidubtod to the Soiitklaml Timca’ Paris 
correspondent ; ~ , 

“ 'rruupmann’s trial has at last taken 
place, and ' not a moment too soon: his 
• presence was a moral pestlteuco. Brieily, 
his criine consisted in murdering a father, 
mother, and their six children, to |iosscss 
their money and title-deeds. In Septem- 
ber last. Purls was" struck with horror by 
tho disco vei'y of a woman and her fi vo 
children, hrutally mmdored, nnd buried in 
afield. The bodies wero still warm, Iu 
process of time, tho romnins of the eldest 
son, nnd lastly tho father, wero .found.. 
High and low, rich and poor, flocked to 
view tlie scene of the crime. 'The jom nnls 
pnblLsliod the details, aud to thorn is the 
credit due for the arrest of the asaissin. 
The police were on the wrong scent, aud 
rather stow. If yon cry nuuder, tire, or 
robbery, the police, as elsewhere, are difB- 
ciilt to be found ; but cry ‘ Fttie la repab- 
Ivjue, & baa I’Bmpereur,’ they seem to spring 
up from tho ourth, and pounce njjon yon 
like an array of locusts. Tuaiipm-aim sailed 
to Havre, with the view of escaping to 
America, Having no passport, a local 
police officer made hini go to a magistrate 
and explain. On the way, the ])olicenian 
casually asked, ‘ Since you have oome from 
Paris, possibly you have visited the scene 
of the dreadful murder ? ’’ At these words. 
Traupmanu made a hound, and jumped 
into the harbour. , A boatman plunged in, 
and after a fearful struggle, rescued Ti-aiij)- 
iitann, who made every effort to drown 
himself. He was taken up senseless, con- 
veyed to tho ho.spital, and ■ on his clothes 
being removed, all the ]«ipers of the family 
(Kinck) that he had murdered, were found 
upon him. Ills expla:iations were but a 
series of lies, one conti-adicting the other. 
He soon becatno a ‘ fiishioiiable ’ criminal. 
His slightest action ami word were eagerly 
seized, and tho whole of the Parislui press 
was compelled to chronicle all the ‘small 
beer.’ On Tuesday the trial commenced. 
The applications for admission had been 
mode weeks beforehand, but only a few 
were granted. As early as eight o’clock 
the court-house was crowded, though the 
trial did not begin till 11. Three rows of 
seats were occupied by ladies, raanv of dis- 
tinction, who enjoyed themselves by break- 
fasting upon their knees. The midillo of 
tlie court was covered with the clothes of 
the victims, the instruments of the crime — 
the knives, pick-axes, and spades that killed 
them, and scooped tlieir shallow grave. 
The internal organs of tho father were ox- 
(losed in large glass vases, after being che- 
miaally examined' to discover the prussic 
acid administered to the deceased. The 
j ury having been chosen by ballot, and the 
j migo’ having taken his place, the prisoner 
was directed bo introduced. He enters, 
surrounded by a triple guard. All eyes 
and opereglasses are at once fixed upon 
him. A cold shudder, a sensation of hor- 
ror, pervades the audience. Traupmann 
is but 20, has all the appearance of youth, 
a downy moustache and bear'd. But re- 
gnrdial sideways — from his profile — -his 
jaws, head, aud mouth display the e'/idence 
of .strong jiussioiis and brutality. His 
hands are enormously large, and, as a 
mechanic, Ills feeble-looking frame has in 
’ his trade acquh'cd skilfuluoss. As the 
judge o.vamined him, and as the witnesses 
laid bare tba hiileous tragedy, he betrayed 
a cynical inkliireronoe — tlie only spectator 
who was nuiiiQved as the doctors described 
the result uf elieir peat anorton examimr- 
tion, and the nature of tho terrible wouiuls 
inflicted. He sonietiraes answered angrily, 
frequently impertinently, and often ruf- 
fianly. Ilia defence was, that he never 
struck down ouo of the deceased, but that 
his accomplices did all Unfortunately he 
declined to name these, and he was ever 
seen atone with his victims. Lichaud, the 
famous ci'iniiiial lawyer, who won his spurs 
in defending the celebrated Aladame La- 
farge, was the coun.sel retained for the 
defence. Ho had no case. At nine o’clock 
on Tlmi-sday evening the jury retired to 
consider their verdict. Tho prisoner was 
remanded to his cell, and invited his guards 
to play caffls to kill time. An hour after- 
waids, he was brought into the court and 
informed that the jury had found him 
guilty on all the Issues, Ho bowed and 
smiled. The court retired for five minutes 
to consider the sentence — that of death. 
Traupmann smiled at the passing of it, aud 
on returning to his cell, hounded along the 
corridor, calling upon the gaolers to give 
him something to eat. Up to that moment 
he luut been treated with some considoi'a- 
tion, in tho hope that he would make a 
cle.on breast of his crime. He was at once 
placed in a strait-jacket, which ho will 
wo'ir till ho ascends the scaffold. If he 
appeals ho can delay Ills execution — which 
may take place within ton days or forty, 
according to tho law’s dolay.s. Of course 
there ia no second opinion about his sen- 
tenca Somo pioplo are occupied siiggest- 
I ing how ho ought to bo tortured, not guil- 
lotined." )

Fortuimtely tho wound, 
though very painful, was not dangerous, 
niid Banks is now able to go about. Ah 
Tie is ono of tho mosj violent limntica in 
the asylum, but has' not hitherto slinwii 
any homicidal tendency, his fury gcnoi-.illy 
being shown iu biting, soratoliing, and 
kicking. During tho two years ho has 
been at the Yavra Bend be has bitten off 
portions of tlio fiiigero of threo persons, 
the car of one, and partof the nose of another. 

A correspondent of tlio Grepmouth Staz 
speaks thus of tlie present state of Hoki- 
tika On my return I found Hokitika to 
bo almost comatose.

1 in- 
quired into theraiise of such a most sin- 
gular indifference to a threatened calamity, 
wlien I was informed that, with the excc])- 
tion of a pie-shop and the four bunks, the 
wholn of the buildings in tlie town were 
tho property of Air Cassius, either by pm-- 
chase, mortgage, or bill of snlo.

We have liitlierfco refrained froca writing 
upon the unhappy state of Municipal af- 
fairs in Qi’oniwellj notwithstanding the 
one-sided statements and asaertiona which 
have been published by a contemporary- 
statements and assertions which have been 
made without the slightest regard for 
trutli, and witliout any consideration what- 
ever of the bad feeling that would result 
from them. We have not Liken any 
notice of these wanton misrepresentations, 
knowing full well that if we- did so we 
should only add fuel to the fire, and create 
a rancorous party strife in the community ; 
whereas by leaving them to the obscurity 
in which they would be veiled if only pub- 
lished in the organ we have, alluded to, 
the damage done would be comparatively 
small. Wo cannot, however, any longer 
resist the dosiro , to make a few observa- 
tions, as matters are ; evidently getting- 
worse ratlier than better under the present 
When Mr Wuetteh resigned his 
postion as Mayor some few weeks since, 
and Mr Goodosr assu]ne(J the reigns of 



office, new. Council, was formed to- act 
with hitfi. ^ . The Council consisted of Messrs 
Whetteh, Kelly, Bunu«9, and Daioo, 
and great promises were made, and a sin- 
cere desire to work in harmony with each 
other expressed. But what has been tlie 
result of this 1 ' 0 -construction of the body 
Corporate 1 ' Simply tliiit, instead of a har- 
moaious working with each other afi pro- 
taised) qaarrelling hnd bickering^ -and poai- 
ti^ly libellous assertions, have been the 
order of the day^ At the first meeting of 
the new Council, hel^ on the 28th of Feb- 
ruary, Or. Kelly brought forward a mo- 
tion to tbe effect that tho whole of the pro- 
ceedings of the assumed Council (as it was 
termed by him) should bo declared null I 
and void, and tbe record of all their acts ' 
expunged from the minute book. In a 
speech whidi was more remarkable for its 
bitterness and absurdity than anytliing 
else, and in Avhich ho stigmatised the as- 
sumed ” Mayor and Councillors as usurpers 
and impostors, h© endeavoured to frighten 
some of the Councillors into seconding his 
sweeping condemnation of their previous 
acts, and^ a matter of course failed, and 
his motion consequently lapsed. If it had 
been otherwise, endless litigation would 
have resiUted, and there would have been 
‘such a scene of confusion in tho township 
as is happily seldom witnessed. It would 
have been very far from a benefit to the 
town to cancel the whole of the proceed- 
ings of' the Council, as Councillor DagO 
very truly observed at the late meeting. 
Upon the failure of Cr. Kelly’s scheme for 
getting rid of this difficulty, a motion was 
proposed by Cr. Burres expressing satis- 
faction with the minutes of the proceedings 
of the WiiETTER Council, and suggesting 
that they should be confirmed. This , the 
Mayor declined to put, and so ended the 
first meeting of the new Council. A special 
meeting of the Council was then culled by 
the Mayor for consideration of a demand 
made by a party of miners for payment of 
water which had been supplied to the 
town. This meeting lapsed for want of a 
quorum, the Mayor and Cr. Kelly only 
attending. We think the memberi of the 
Council who did not attend had a reasonable 
excuse for the com*se they took, as the next 
I ordinary meeting of the Council came on 
in four days from the date for which the 
sjjecial meeting had been convened, and 
the matter was not of such pressing im- 
portance as to necessitate its consideration 
bnfore all other Corporation business. Cr.s. 
\Yiietter, Dagg, and Burres natiirully 
wished that some deiinite course of action 
should be resolved upon with reference to 
tlie acts of the “ impostors,” l>efore consi- 
deration Wiis given to special business. 
This special ineetii^g, then, having lapsed, 
a public meeting of tlm ratepayers was 
called by the Mayor “to consider the water 
question.” After a Ileal of angry talk, tlie 
meeting came to an unsatisfactory conclu- 
sion — a vote of thanks to the Mayor for 
calling it being the sole result. And now 
wo have to chronicle the fate of the next 
ordimtx'y . meeting of the Council, which 
should have been hefd on Monday evening 
last, and at which something deceive 
would no doubt have been done, both in 
regard to the disposal of the water ques- 
tion and the confirmation or otherwise of 
til© acts of the Whetter Council. The 
meeting was called for seven o’clock, in ac- 
cordance with the Standiug Onlers ; but 
as it has hitherto been a very unusual 
thing for the Council to commence busi- 
ness much before eight, the majority of the 
Councillors were not present until nearly 
half-past seven— hsilf an hour’s grace hciHg 
allowed by the Standing Orders. The 
Mayor, however, vacated the chair in con- 
sequence of Crs. Whetter, Burres, and 
Dago not coming up to time, and when 
tliose three gentlemen arrived at half-past 
seven, they found that the meeting had 
lapsed, and the M\yor had gone home.

Tilo Cromwell Qmu tz Crushing Company 
aro bringing in thoir water race from the 
Little Bendigo Gully, for. which' they 'have 
recently obtained a grant from the Warden. 
The cutting of the race is being proceeded 
with i^oroualy, and it is expected to be 
ooirW^d before the frost sots in. Criisb- 
ing*i the Company's battery has to bo 
frequentlysuapendad, owing to the quantity 
of sludge brought down by the tail-water 
fi-om the sluicers higher up the creek, and 
a law-suit is pending between the Company 
and the slnicera. The Company is getting 
out very good stone from deep sinking on 
a lower level than former workings on 
their reef. The next crushing at Logan 
and Co.'s battery is from, a portion of the 
ground called “The Golden Link,” situate 
between both leases of the Company, and 
as the stone is very rich, the next washing 
up is expected to exceed 500ozs. Mr 
Brian Hobden, one of the shareholders, is 
to be married to-morrow, and the Company 
is to grant a holiday to all haiids in their 
employ. There are over 40 men employed 
by them altogether. There is also to be 
a ball and supper at Perriani’s Provincial 
Hotel, Logantown, in honor of the mar- 
riage, so that the first St. Patrick’s Day in 
the existence of Logantown will most 
likely be remembered on the Bendigo 
Ecefs fur soma time to come. 

A contract has been accepted for. sinking 
an additional 50ft in the shaft of No. 1 
West of the Bendigo Reef, at £1 per foot. 
The original shaft was down about 50ft, 
and Messra Talboys, Day, and Company 
deserve great credit for the manner in 
which the claim has been tested. This will 
be the fourth shaft now sunk on the claim. 
The reef appears cropping out of the sur- 
face in this, as well as in the adjacent 
claim of John Wilson and party. 

The second shaft in No. 2 west is now 
down more than 60f(^ following a substan- 
tial leader from the surface, where golden 
stone was struck. This is one of the first 
claims taken up on this reef. Work has 
been vigorously carried on by the two 
working shareholders (Messrs John Wilson 
aad Hiighlicury) from the commencement. 
Jlr Wilson was offered £300 for his share 
i.ouie time since, but declined to sell, a.s he 
expects to do better by working the claim 
than by selling nnt.

The Aurora Company intend to proceed 
witli the erection of dams as soon po.ssi- 
bk tor holding spare Witter. The race being 
for a long time dry during tlie preliminary 
opuations and erection of machinery, there 
has heeii considerable loss of water by 
soakage and otlieravise. They are for the 
present crushing with only four stampers, 
owing to the scarcity of water. The second 
set of stampers Will be ready to commeuce 
operations as soo.n as the necessary supply 
of water is available. Their tuiluel, which 
is worked vigorously night and day, is over 
400ft long, and the manager (.Vlv Hazlett) 
has commenced opening up the line of reef 
eastward to the boundary of the adjacent 
claim. The great energy and perseverance 
displayed by this company fully merit the 
golden reward they are now reaping.

A. I'uforence to our articlo in last wisok’a 
isauo shows timt w6 advocated the foriiiU’ 
tioa of mining compnnies as a wise pro* 
vision to secure' the ayatematic working !of 
claims an^l ,tlio obtaiimuco of woixa certain 
rotunis. We cannot of course i’e-tre^d the 
grouiul gor >0 over, as p\ir arguments wore 
80 briefly condensed that wo should haVe 
to repeat thorn in full again; but we un* 
dertook to show that by the adoption of 
such a system the -sbaraholdor would find 
his property eventually increased in value, 

At present the majority of the owners 
of quartz claims aro merely nibbling at 
them, and dealing wifcli their, protection 
certificates as bo much scrip,. They are, 
in our opinion, quite entitled to do so, and 
sell or keep what interest they like in tlicir 
respective claims ; bub we hold that they 
are not acting wisely in pursuing such a 
course. : They, are frittering away', piece- 
meal, portions of their loaf, and securing 
thereby hardly any' tangible results. Tom 
agrees to sell, for the benefit of Dick and 
Hurry, one sleeping' interest in a claim. 
The stop-gap lasts for some time, but before 
long another alico rauat go. It is said fresh 
capital is introduced, and so far as Tom, 
Dick, and Hairy are concerned it is, but it 
is in nine case.s out of ten of no pemiunent 
value to them, and, as far aa felie district is 
concerned, is a mere temporary circulation 
of money from which direct and lasting 
advantages are i^ot reaped. The money 
that Tom receives keeps himself and Hurry 
and Dick prospecting longer, and ' then 
they all join in a chorus that peojile won’t 
erect crusliing mucliinery for. theoi on 
“ spec,.” We object to .these crude idea.s ; 
and we wish to see sounder and more 
businessdike views established. - ■ Those 
ideas that almost all the risk should be on 
one aide, and the gain (if the claim turns 
up trumps) bn the other, must be obliter- 
ated, and more rational views of reciprocity 
take their place— "that is, if the- pressnt 
desultory, disjointed system is pursued : 
each claim-holder thinking his own claim 
the best. Thus it arises tliat there ia a 
want of combination, from wliich all suffer ; 
and instead of chiimg being in full working 
oi*der, they are being tested by the short 
handed and short time system, . The for- 
mation of companies and their amalguiha- 
tion ns far as regards machinery, cost of 
m.magemenfc,- dice., would, in our opinion, 
produce a more general atAte of prosfKU'ity, 
and bring true our words that the indi- 
vidual shareholders will in the end “ find 
their properties enhanced in value by a 
more general reign of prosperity.”-/ Had 
districts such as Ballarat, Bendigo, and 
other places, continued to be worked on 
tlie old system, and that which is in vogue 
amongst \is now, their advancement and 
prosperity would have been slow indeed. 
Districts that pursued an individual line 
of action as distinguished from combination 
have never advanced much. It is only 
within the last year that, the effect of tliis 
better system has been strikingly brought 
under notice by its action uyKui some of 
the fading gold-fields of Victoria. The 
Ovens has been galvanized from a state of 
serai-torpor into vigorous life. So with 
Steigletz, Daylcsford, and other places. 
Cannot we, then,- establish some' rule to ^ 
guide \Xi by from these exuoiples of "a 
neiglihom-irig colony ,1 ShaU we have again- 
to repeat the question to the larger number 
of oilr qilartz-reefers, “ Why stand yc idly 
by all thiy 1”’ If such notable examples as 
those just given do hob carry conviction 
witli them, we despair of any argument of 
oui* own having any, effect. The working 
claim-liolder, however, is to some extent 
a curious compound of reflex ideas. He 
sees certain advantages to be obtained, for 
instance, from the line of action we hsive 
been urging upon him, but on the other 
hand, he prefers to be his own Hard ‘ and 
m;ister. He sacrifices the former to obtain, 
the latter. He, as it were, says, “ It is all 
true enough ; ilie principles are quite cof- 
cect — -the end ia obtsiinable ; bub I prefer 
owning my own property and doing as I 
like with my own.” They prefer rather 
to study the jumpings of the luart than 
tho reasoning of the brain: prefer a slower 
and moi'e toilsome progress than a share in 
the results that arise from notoriety and 
influx of capital. They wish and they 
hopo to attain both, and they necessaj’ily

subject his study fdf sOVoral years past, and had 
always .ooHaidorcd it of paramount importauco 
that tho town should have a coastunt supply of 
pure water. He had a scheme to bring before 
thorn which he thought w.os practicable enough, 
and he had no doubt it coiihl be easily carried 
out if the ratepayers would put their shoulders 
to the wheel, and all lend a helping Itand in the 
matter. It was au exceedingly fortunate thing 
that as yot the community of Cromwell l)ad en- 
joyed such complete immunity from' loss by Are ; 
bat there was no saying when tleetructian to 
property in its most terrible form might come, 
and it was advisable that steps should be at once 
taken whereby some little security might be felt 
by holders of property in the township. \Vhat 
the ratepayers wanted was an absolute right to 
a quantity of water sutfleiont to give the town a 
plentiful supply for domestic purposes, aud also, 
10 tbe event of a fire, to have euough at hand to 
assist in preventing the destruction of property. 
It bad been decided by Judee Gray that a cer- 
tain quantity of water should flow through the 
town from Oonnellau and party's race ; aud he 
wished to h.ive the ratepayers’ o^Muiun wlietlier 
it was just that that water shouhl be supplied 
free, as he had received an intimation from Con* 
nellau and party that they intended to hare re- 
course ti> law in the event of payment for the 
water being refused by the Corporation., If the 
ratepayers were of opinion that Cohnellan aud. 
party wef*e not entitled to any i-eraiineratiou, he 
was prepared to defend any a(;tion that might 
be brought against the Corporation; if, bn the 
other hand, they gave ,it as their opinion that 
Connellah and party, were entitled to a fair re- 
muneration for the water 'Sup[>ly, then it would 
be the duty of tlie Conociil to make the best ar- 
rangecnent possible on behalf of the ratepayers. 
He had stated tlub he had a scheme for a water 
supply to bring before the meeting, aud he would 
now as briefly as possible give an uiitbue of it. 
The water at present received,' sra.ill in qmntity 
though it was, was filthy in the extreme by the 
time it reached those.who used it ; and if a pure 
and constant supply could be obtained, he had 
no doviht that all would assist in procuring it. 
What he proposed was that a reservoir, capable 
of holding 13,001) or 20,01)0 gallons, should be 
constructed on the flat at the head of the town- 
ship— the supply of water to be taken from a 
point above tbc. present source where an extra 
fall of six or oight feet would be obtained. For 
the present he proposcil laying glazed eartheu* 
ware pipes from the reservoir to the head of 
Slign-sbrcob, from whence the water could in the' 
incautiiue be taken through the township in a 
race, boxed-iu with boards, until the Uouucil 
was in a position to lay down iron piping. . The 
length from the head of the race to the reservoir 
would be about five chains ; from the reservoir 
to .Sligo-atreet, ; 2U46 feet j and from theiice to 
about a chain below Mr Scott’s shop, llS.’i feet. 
That WAS, 204fl feet of earthenware piping to be 
hid in the mcautiuio, aud nearly 1200 leet of 
iron piping at some future date. He had made 
an estimate of tbe c ist of the scheme, and he 
found that' fir £200 or £210 water could be 
brought to Sligo-street, .and the boxed-in race 
could probably bo completed for £50, making 
the total cost about £J0U. . 

Xn reply to a question by Mr SmiTiiaM, the 
CllAlEiJiAN aaid tlmt the cost of laying the iron 
pipes would not be very great. He thought 
£13 to £13 per ton would bo about tbo coat of 
the piping, niid probably eight or nine tons would 
be required. The pipes would require to be laid 
about two feet below the surface, in order to 
prevent damage to them by traffic. The total 
coat,- cartage included, would bo about £230. 

; Tbo. question of remuneration to Coimcllan 
aud party was here again alluded to by Jlr 
SM[THaM ; tbe Chairman in reply stating that 
the Corporation was liable to au actiuu at law if 
Cotiuellan and party’s ciainia for payment were 
not recognised. He wished to have the opinipn 
of the ratepayers on the matter. 

Mr SsirruAM : Tho water has been given to us 
by Judge Gray, and it ia not for you, dir, to say 
that the ratepayers shall pay for what is alreoily 
theirs. I consider that the Cou^^cil should lot 
Connellan and party take proceedings, aud de- 
fend the action on behalf of the ratepayers. 

The Mavor said that the water had been 
granted by Judge Gray without prejudice as to 
nny right Cannollau and party had for payment, 
and he did not intend to tako tho whole risk of 
allowing the Council to get into the thick of 
another law action on the subject, and had cou- 
sequently called the ratepayers together to have 
the general opinion on the subject. 

hlrSMiTilAM: Have you gut aoy .interest la 
this water-race, MrGoodger?- 
The Mayor : No. 1 once hod an interest, 
but Isold out. Isold without any conditions 
whatever. I. have nothing whatever to do with 
the race now. 

Mr Burrhs w«)uld not advise tho ratepayers 
to compromise thcmselVes in this matter after 
Judge Gray's decision. U(3 liatl decided tliat the 
water should flow through the town for tlie dse 
of the ratepayers, and consequently it was bound 
to do so. If Coniiellau and party felt thetilselves 
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plish that which cau only be attained by 
combination and good management, backed 
by capital. The most glowing reports will 
not accomplish this aim. If they would 
turn their attention to forming' corapaniea 
to work their valuable reefs, as shown be- 
foro, they would produce an influx of 
capital ; and though they might work for 
wages, they would find attention being so 
largely attracted to their quarter -that tho 
shares they held would largely exceed in 
value the shares in the chiuns they now 
liold. They would also from per.sonal em- 
ployment be in a position to know whether 
it would be wise or not to dispose of their 
interest. • It .is this that' malces’ many, a 
miner a shrewd investor, and soon an in- 
dependent (Tapitulist, ftSf witness many in- 
aiahees In either of . the places w« hava 
named. We have yet to deal with a third 
and last phase of the subject, wo- ure treat-- 
ing, and this we shall discuss iii our next 
issiWf In the meantime We may remark 
that working cluiuis by two men instead of 
sU, praying for tlie erection of 
chinory, will not develops our quartz- reefs.

Lost in a Snowstorm. 

AH AMSmO.VH INCfDfCHT. 

On Thuradiiy, tho 2 ltli of janiiary, at 
half-past four p.m., OHivVlos Halo loft tho 
station of Tiviii Lukes, in (Jdlioun county, 
twonty-six miles west of Fort Do-lgo, wltli 
tho Sioux city mail, in an open sledge 
drawn by two horses. 

Tho day huii. .boon very ])leasant, but 
just before he aturtod it begun to suow, 
Tho wind was in tho north-oast, and as the 
night came ou it increased to a strong gulo, 
the snow falling thicker and faster, so that 
it soon bociime ditliculb to keep the road, 
wbioli is simply a track across tlie great 
prairiq, without u fonCLq treo, or house to 
guido tho traveller for ten miles. Fie piwsed

with no idea of which direction he? must 
travel, or of tluj distance t ) the ne.irest 
shelter. Suppo.sing that he svaa north of 
the main road, lie .starteil in the direction 
he fancied to he soutli in bopei thiifc lu -5 
might discover tlie lost tr.ick. Hour'after 
hour did he wade through the snow, with 
the fearful storm chilUug him through and 
through. Before many hours liad cbip.icd 
he found that his ears, face, and feet were 
frozen solid, and bis hands were beginning 
to freeze. But still strong in the dotcr- 
niiiiation to save himself, he kept moving 
on through the long cheerless day. To- 
wards night he sulfered greatly from hun- 
ger, as ho had eaten nothing since Tiiurs- 
day iit noon. When .darkmiss again closed 
over him, he felt that the chances for sur- 
viving were very slight indeed. He daro 
not sit down to vest, fearing that Tie would 
fall asleep and porisli ; and all the second 
night he kept on his feeb aometinies be- 
coming so e.xhausted with Iiunger, and 
with his great exertions to keep ti-avclling, 
that he would stop a few moments to rest.

On Saturday morning, on Idnkiiig anx- 
iously round ou every side, and seeing no 
signs of settlement, grove, or roafl. Tie felt 
that a longer struggle for life was almost 
hopelasa ; hut finding tiiat he was still 
able to move, he turned hia face to the 
east, knowing that his only hope was now 
ill being able to reach the Dea Moines 
river, along which lie was sure to find 
settlers.

Why ChaB, Dickena was , Separated 
from hia Wife. 

Tha great iiovolist prefaces liis letter as 
follows : — “ You havo not only niy full 
[lormissioii to show tliis, but I hrg you to 
show it to any one who lias becji uiislud 
into doing mo wrong.” 

“ My dear ***** — Mrs Dickens and [ 
luivo lived unhappily together for nuuiy 
years. Hardly any ono rvlio Ins known 
us intimately can fail to havo known that 
we are, in all respects of charHCtor aial 
temperament, wumlcrfuMy imsuitcd to euiih 
other. I .suppose that no two persons not 
vicious in themselvos ever wore joined to- 
gothor who had greater difliciilty in under- 
standing one another, or who hud less in 
common, , An attached woman-.servant 
(more friend to both of us tliau a servant), 
who lived witli us Bixtfcn years, and is 
now married, and who was; ami still is, in 
Mrs Dickens’s confidence and mine, who 
hud the closest familiar expciionca of this 
unhappiness iu London, in tho country, in 
France, in Italy, wherever wo have hccii, 
year after year, month after inmilli, week 
after week, day by day, will bear testiuioiiy 
to this. 

“ Notliing has on many occasions stood 
between US. and a separation but Mra 
Dickens’s sister, Georgina Ilogartli. From 
the age of fifteen she lias devoted hersulf 
to onr liotise and children. She lixs been 
their playmate, imnse, instructress, friend, 
protectres.s, adviser, and companion. In 
the manly consideration of Mrs Dickons 
which I owe to my wife, I merely remark 
of her that the peculiarity of her chai'actcr 
has thrown all the care of the children ou 
some one else. I do not know- — I cannot 
by any stretch of fiincy imagine — what 
would have become of them but for this 
aunt who has grown up with them, to 
whom they are devoted, and who lias sac- 
rificed tho beat part of her youth and life 
to them, 

“ She has remonstrated, reasoned, suf- 
fered, and toiled, and come again to ])re- 
vent a separation between Mrs DieVeiis 
and me. Mrs Dickens has often expresaisl 
to her her deep sense of her affeoiionale 
care and devotion to tlio house — never 
more strongly than within the last twelve 
mouths. 

“ For some years past, Mrs Dickens Las 
been in tlie habit of representiug to m-. 
that it would be better for her to go away 
and live apart ; that her always inereasii!:; 
estrangement caused a nientul disorder 
miller which she soinetuncs labours ; mor;', 
that slie felt liei-self unfit for the life slie 
had to lead as iny wife, and that she woiiM 
lie far better away. I have miiformly re- 
plied that she imist bear our misfortunes, , 
and tight the light out to the end — that 
the children were tlve first consideration, 
and that I feared thev mast hind us to- 
gether ‘ iu appearance,’ 

“ At length, within these three weeks, 
it was suggested to me by Foster, that, 
even for their sakes, it would be better to- 
re-conatruct and re-arraugo the viiihappy 
homo. I empowered him to treat with 
Mrs Dickens as the friend of both of u» 
for onc-and-twenty years. Mrs Diokoiia 
wished to add, ou her part, Murk Lemon, 
and did so. On Saturday last, Lcniou 
wrote to Foster that M-rs Dickens ‘gratc- 
fally and thankfully accepted ' tlie terms f 
proposed to her. Of the pcL'uniary part of 
them, I will oidy say that I believe they 
are as generous as if Mrs Dickens wero a 
lady of distinction and I a lady of fortune.

“There is not a shadow of doubt of 
concealment .amongst us. My olde.st son 
and I are ono as to all.

(as I am told, ami, indeed to my finraonaV 
knowledge) coupled with this sep.ira.tion 
tho name of a youMg lady for whom I have 
great attachment and regai-il.
